CAPITAL CAMPAIGN PAVES WAY FOR CAMP EXPANSION 


DEVELOP FACILITIES AT OWASIPPE AND YORKVILLE 
TO SERVE GROWING NUMBER OF SCOUT CAMPERS 


Plans for the further expansion of camping facilities at the Owasippe 
Scout Reservation and Yorkville Scout Camp are being set in motion 
through the current Camp Capital Campaign, a drive geared toward 
completing the present long-range camping plans of the Council. This 
campaign is headed by Austin T. Cushman, former Chairman of the 
Board of Sears, Roebuck and Co., and has a minimum goal of $1,500,000. 

Due to the rapidly increasing boy membership of the Council which, 
through the Years of Decision program, is expected to reach 100,000 by 
1970, it is necessary that the facilities at Owasippe expand to accom- 
modate all the Scouts who want to attend camp. Owasippe was filled 
to capacity during the 1967 summer season as over 6,500 Scouts par- 
ticipated in either one or two weeks of camping. 

‘This campaign is unique in that it has a relatively small prospect 
list and presentations are made on a person-to-person basis. Assisting 
General Chairman Cushman in the leadership of this campaign are 
the following Vice Chairmen: Donald §. Perkins, President of Jewel Tea 
Company; J. W. Van Gorkam, President of Union Tank Car Company; 
and Robert P. Gwinn, President of the Sunbeam Corporation.

NEW FATHER-SON WEBELOS OUTDOOR PROGRAM 


A new Webelos outdoor program has been introduced for 10-year-old 
Cub Scouts. Webelos Scouts may now participate in father and son 
overnight campouts. These campouts should not number more than 
two during the year. They are not to be rugged camping experiences 
and should be held in mild weather in areas readily accessible to auto- 
mobile transportation. 

The Council’s Camping Committee recommends that many of our 
State and County parks, privately owned farmland, or the area around 
a summer cottage could serve asa location’ for Webelos camping. Pack 
leaders are reminded that reservations are often needed, in advance, 
for the use of public campgrounds. Most of these facilities provide 
drinking water and adequate space for pitching tents. 

The Committee has not yet reached a decision regarding the use of 
the Council's near-in camps for the purpose of Webelos overnight camp- 
ing. Any new developments regarding this policy will be announced 
through the COUNCILER,

Scouting’s partner — the spon- 
soring institution — is sometimes 
neglected, misunderstood, or ig- 
nored. Yet the strength of Scout- 
ing is found in the interest, ac- 
tion, and concern of the spon- 
soring institution and its mem- 
bership. We have 1,334 institu- 
tions that constitute the Chicago 
Area Council. 

Sponsoring institutions own 
and operate all Cub packs, Scout 
troops, and Explorer units. No 
unit can come into being with- 
out their approval and support. 
Unit committee actions, unit 
financing, properties, and lead- 
ership selections are subject to 
the approval of the institution. 
The name of the sponsoring in- 
stitution should be used in con- 
nection with the unit number. 
Yes, Scouting only becomes im- 
portant and successful to the de- 
gree that the Cub pack, Scout 
troop, and Explorer unit and its 
membership achieve the goals of 


the sponsoring institution itself 
through wise and loyal use of 
Scouting. 


New gains in Scouting fellow- 
ship can be achieved if the Scout 
unit will invite officers of the 
sponsoring institution to their 
Scout meeting to be appreciated 
and recognized. Also, the spon- 
soring institution can set new di- 
mensions of understanding by ex- 
pressing their backing and ap- 
preciation to their committee and 
unit leadership. 

It’s easy to understand and like 
each other when you really get to 
know each other. That’s good 
Scouting and that’s the brand of 
Scouting that produces top qual- 
ity programs for a great quanti- 
ty of boys.
